ANY CHANCE OF TAX RATE REDUCTION? 

Is there a chance of reducing Sierra Madre's elementary school 
district tax rate? Although the setting of tax rates, maneuvering 
of assessment figures and building of budgets will always re¬ 
main one of the black arts of civilization—try the game of "Ama¬ 
teur County Auditor" and see what you can do. 

The assessed valuation of the local school district, which en¬ 
compasses a part of the Hastings Ranch and the lean flanks of 
Mt. Wilson, is tentatively set at $6,141,025. 

But by State law the County Auditor must use only 90 per 
cent of the total assessed valuation when setting his tax rate. So 
90 per cent of the total is $5,526,923.

during a lengthy discussion of 
the proposed Armory site. Call¬ 
ing attention to the arrest of a 
New York City councilman in 
the recent crack-down on Com¬ 
munist Party members, Jack- 
son said the Armory is need¬ 
ed "to protect citizens of the 
city.” 

His statement, on which he 
did not elaborate, was applaud¬ 
ed loud and long by a group 
which included several young 
National Guardsmen in uni¬ 
form. Judging from the express¬ 
ions on the faces of some of the 
civilians in the audience, they 
were more perturbed by the 
aggressive military atmosphere 
of the gathering than by the 
danger of “subversives.” 

No one objected to Sierra 
Madre having an armory, but 
there was considerable argu¬ 
ment over where it should be 
built. The city-owned property 
on Sierra Madre Blvd., east of 
the Woman’s Club, had been 
provisionally accepted by the 
Council, and a "letter of in¬ 
tent” to this effect sent to the 
National Guard officials. In re¬ 
turn, the Council has received 
from the government a draft 
of the proposed lease to be 
executed by the city. 

PROTEST HEARD 

Final action was deferred 
when a group of protestants, 
led by Mrs. J. Stadden Miller, 
told the Council the Woman’s 
Club site had originally been 
bought by the city for recrea¬ 
tion purposes and was now 
urgently needed for expansion 
of the park area and for the 
building of a new swimming 
pool. 

Mrs. Miller, until recently 
chairman of the Recreation 
Commission, wanted considera¬ 
tion of other possible armory 
sites. Granting that an armory 
might be a useful addition to 
city recreation facilities, she 
wanted to know what assur¬ 
ance "in writing” the National 
Guard would give that the arm¬ 
ory would be readily available 
to the public when not in mili¬ 
tary use. She also thought def¬ 
inite provision should be made 
to return the property to the 
city in case a building was not 
erected. 

Capt. Sanford Ullman, com¬ 
manding officer of Sierra Mad- 
re’s National Guard unit, was 
sure there would be no diffi¬ 
culty a b o ut public use but 
didn’t think the Army was in¬ 
clined to make promises. 

Jackson, who was a war-time 
Marine, suggested to Mrs. Mil¬ 
ler that "as a woman” she 
probably wasn’t aware that the 
military "doesn’t let itself be 
told what to do.” Mrs. Miller 
admitted being a civilian and a 
woman, but said she was not 
too surprised by Jackson’s in¬ 
formation. 

Throughout the armory dis¬ 
cussion there were rumbles of 
war and threats of war. It re¬ 
mained for Mrs. Evelyn Wood- 
worth, wife of a Sierra Madre 
physician, to remind the gather¬ 
ing that peace also has its 
problems, and that war or 
peace children keep growing 
up.
